Toyota FGV Plus 

You're going to hear a lot about 
Fuel Cell Vehicles in the coming 
years, and this concept, which 
generates electricity to feed 
its on-board batteries from 
hydrogen, provides an insight 
into what we can expect. Better 
still, the FCV Plus can plug in to 
surrounding infrastructure and 
use any excess electricity to 
power homes, schools and even 
office buildings. 
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Suzuki Mighty Deck 



No, that’s not a spelling mistake and no, it has 
nothing to do with the Mighty Ducks. In fact, the 
Mighty Deck is a typical Japanese Kei car ("light 
automobile”) - a vehicle designed to be tiny in order 
to tackle busy cities. This miniature hero only 
develops 6sbhp to adhere to the strict Kei criteria, 
but the cool convertible roof means you can enjoy 
the surroundings as you bumble past at 20mph.

Yamaha MWT-9 

The chaps at Yamaha must have been popping 
the crazy pills of late, because they turned up 
with some seriously insane concepts. The 



MWT-g looks like a standard bike, but features 





two wheels at the front for exceptional 
cornering. Underneath the angular bodywork 
lies a pretty standard triple-cylinder 849cc 
engine, but there’s nothing normal about the 
rest of it. Don’t hold your breath for a 
production version. 



Autonomous driving tech won’t simply be reserved 
for those who can afford a luxury German saloon: 
Subaru revealed that its chunky Viziv concept would 
use radar sensors and GPS mapping to find its way 
around. Powered by a 1.6-litre engine and an electric 
motor, it’s also much kinder to the environment. Oh, 
and it looks pretty badass, too.

Nissan iDS 

Self-driving cars don’t have to be boring, as 
Nissan proved with its madcap IDS. The 
concept imitates the driver’s style when they 
hand over duties to the computer, so if you 
drive like a granny, the fully autonomous mode 
will take every speed bump at 2mph and stop 
for regular toilet breaks. But if you like to take 
corners like Lewis Hamilton, hold tight... 











while other manufacturers were showing 
off their latest technology, Toyota was making 
a statement with its inside-out concept. The 
Kikai has all of its internal organs on the 
outside for the world to see. To get all deep, 
it could be Toyota’s way of reminding us 
vehicles still need unattractive oily bits to 
function properly. Forget your sterile, 
lounge-like environments: the Kikai serves 
as a functional tool to ferry people from A to B. 



Suzuki Air Triser 

Suzuki definitely turned 
up the crazy a few notches 
this year, although its Air 
Triser compact MPV 
concept is strangely 
alluring. Its stubby 
exterior has hints of the 
original VW microbus, 
while the stylish interior 
can be configured into 
various arrangements, 
including a cool lounge 
style. If you’re looking for 
a surf wagon replacement, 
this futuristic number 
could be just the ticket. 
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Mercedes-Benz Vision Tokyo 

In the future, well be travelling around in self-driving 
people carriers, while happily messing around with a 
holographic infotainment system. Well, that’s what the 
madmen at Mercedes believe if the Vision Tokyo concept 
is anything to go by It’s powered by a hydrogen fuel cell 
and electric hybrid system that’s claimed to be good for 
609 miles. All the while, occupants are encouraged to 
wear Lycra jumpsuits, relax in a lounge-like setting and 
sport enormous space-age quiffs (above). 



The world famous motorcycle manufacturer looks set 
to muscle in on the sports car market with its eye- 
popping concept. Details are scarce, but it is likely to 
feature the l,000cc engine from the marque’s 
superbike range and boast around loobhp. Gordon 
Murray, the lightweight engineering genius behind 
the original McLaren Fi, is said to be involved. Expect 
a lithe, speedy little machine.

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100 meets the photographet who infilttateO the 
dark world of Japan's notorious crime families... 



T he Yakuza: Japan's 
centuries-old crime 
syndicate - a group of 
criminal families whose drug 
trafficking, ownership of red 
light districts and running of 
protection rackets is deeply 
rooted in their country's 
traditions. But much of their 
activity is in complete secrecy 
as the organisation fights to 
keep its way of life out of sight 
- and mind - from the world. 

However, photographer 
Anton Kusters successfully 
gained the trust of the elders 
of a group that boasts more 
than 100,000 members - and 
is now telling his story to ZOO. 

The Belgian spends his 
time between his homeland 
and Tokyo, and one day 
encountered a high-ranking 
member of the Yakuza, who 



he asked to photograph. After 
much negotiation, Kusters 
became the first Westerner 
to be allowed access into the 
Japanese crime families' inner 
sanctum. Here, he reveals their 
hidden codes and practices... 

The first encounter 

^The first time I encountered 
the Yakuza was on the streets 
of Kabukicho, Tokyo. Until 
then, I had the same idea of 
them as everyone else: crazy, 
tattooed gangsters running 
around with swords. I spoke to 
a member named Souichirou, 
an upper-level street boss. 
After 10 months of negotiation, 
I finally got to photograph his 
Yakuza family in spring 2000. 
It was on a five-hour drive to 
a prison in Niigata, from where 
two members were due to be 





released that day. The whole 
family drove out to meet them, 
while I rode along with Nitto- 
san, a senior boss of the family. 
His handshake was firm, his 
gaze penetrating. Souichirou 
instructed me how to greet him 
with a bow. From then, I took in 
as much as I could as members 
taught me the Yakuza ways.’^ 

The structure 

^Takuza is a general term for 
crime families across Japan. 
The families are run like 
a business. There's a strict 
hierarchy of 'father and son' 
from top to bottom, set in stone 
and respected by everybody. 

At the top is Socho - which 
translates to 'number one' 

- and this person is basically 
the godfather. Then you have 
Kaicho, who is the number two. 
Comparing this to a company, 
Socho would be the head of the 
board and Kaicho would be the 
CEO. In terms of respect, each 
member is expected to give 
everything to their elders." 

Public percepticn 

"Japanese people definitely do 
not see the Yakuza as a positive. 



but there are some pe< 
who sympathise with 
because times were seen 
as better and safer when 
they had more power. 

Others see them as 
a necessary evil, 
as throughout the 
centuries they've 
had a complicated 
relationship with 
society and law enforcement, 
which still leaves its mark to 
this day. The elders truly 
believe they are the keepers 
of real Japanese values. They 
don't search or push for positive 
press, they'd rather no attention 
at all. Generally speaking, they 
only care about what is said 
about them in Japan, and excel 
at walking the fine line between 
good and bad." 

Missing digits 

"Yubitsume is a tradition used 
by the Yakuza and involves 
being punished via removal 
of a piece of finger. The key is, 
the person being punished 
does this to him or herself, and 
presents it to whom they are 
apologising. Although it doesn't 
happen lightly, it can occur 
because of reasons that might 
' seem insignificant to a non- 
Japanese person. Usually 
a grave error of allegiance or 
social mistake would warrant 
the chop. In the family I was 
with, it tended to happen once 



every couple of years. I missed 
the first, and it didn't happen 
again while I was with them." 

Body urt 

"Although once crucial, 
nowadays fewer members 
get tattooed because of the 
stigma that exists in Japan 
- a stigma that came to life 
because of Yakuza links. These 
very visual aspects of the 
culture are becoming less 
important, but in the past 
Yakuza members - who would 
meet in bathhouses - could 
assess one another from their 
tattoos, as each one depicted an 
ancient scene or family story. 
It's not the case that every 
member of the same family has 



the same tattoo or artist. Each 
is like a personal resume." 

Mortal combat 

"Yakuza members all take part 
in a training process. They 
learn two things - how to kill, 
and how not to get killed - and 
are trained in the arts of knife 
combat, close combat, firearms 
and bodyguard duties. They 
role-play protecting a boss in 
the open, how to attack or how 
to judge a scene. This, combined 
with meditation and fitness 
training, makes an interesting 
package for young people 
attracted to the Yakuza life."
